The sentences, imposed by Federal 
Judge Wilkerson last Oct. 14, follow- 
ing a sensational contempt of court 
hearing in connection with the Drug- 
gan-Lake jail scandal case, require the 
sheriff to serve thirty days in the Syca- 
more jail and pay a fine of $2,500 and 
the former warden to serve four 
months in the Wheaton jail. 

Surprised by Action. 

Mystery surrounded the action by 
the four judges who make up the court 
of appeals in this circuit, it having: 
been generaliy understood, even by 
government prosecutors, that no man- 
date would be issued until the United 
States Supreme court had opportunity 
to act upon appeals. 

No reasons for the Court of Ap 
peals’ order for the issuance of the 
mandates were given, other than the 
statement that the stay of execution 
granted on May 28 giving the sheriff 
until June 7 to file an appeal before 
the Supreme court had expired and

was won by David Lloyd George to- 
night when, by a vote of 20 to 12, he 
received an expression of confidence 
at a meeting of the Liberal parlia- 
mentary party, at which thirty-five of 
its forty members were present. The 
party thus voted to retain him as 
leader in the house of commons.

Sir Godfrey Collins, 
who is the chief whip and was ap- 
pointed by Lord Oxford and Asquith, 
will hereafter consider himself in that 
capacity, but will take orders only 
from Lord Oxford and not from Mr. 
Lloyd George in spite of the fact that 
the latter is chairman of the parlia- 
mentary group. 


Lloyd George to Name Own Whip. 


It is understood Mr. Lloyd George 
will proceed to appoint his own chief 
whip, probably Sir Robert Hutchinson.

Former Judge McDonald as special prosecutor 
is about to start his inquiry into allegations of 
political corruption im the recent primary.

Chicagp does not want another report such as 
was handed down by the grand jury which investi- 
gated the murder of MeSwiggin. McSwiggin was 
killed while in the company of notorious charac- 
ters, one of whom he had prosecuted for murder. 
McSwiggin was killed in front of a dive. The 


in the company of notorious criminals, on the 
ground that he was seeking to recover some 
bulletproof vests which had been stolen. The truth 
seems to be that McSwiggin was unfit for office. 
Any man who enjoys the society of criminals is 
unfit for the,office of prosecutor. 

The McDonald grand jury will have as its spe 
cial task an investigation of alleged frauds in the 
recent primary. Judge Trude maintains that he 
was defeated for nomination as county judge 
through frauds committed on behalf of Assistant 
State's Attorney Savage. The assumption by par- 
tisans of both factions is that McDonald will be 
impartial as between them. We hope he will. 
We do not see how any one familiar with Chicago 
Politics can assume that either Crowe's man, 
Savage, or Lundin’s man, Trude, is possessed of a 
superior order of political morality. The recent 
maneuvering of the Trude faction to have their 
case for a recount heard by Judge McKinley and 
no one else casts no credit either upon them or 
upon Judge McKinley. It is precisely the sort of 
thing that would be expected of Lundin and Small, | 
Trude’s allies. Judge Trude cannot hope to have 
the respect which his judicial record and his name 
might warrant so long as he maintains his present 
political associations. 

We hope for indictments, prosecutions, and con- 
victions as a result of the McDonald inquiry, but 
we refuse tp be lulled into the belief that convic- 
tions will serve to put an end to gang murders 
and political corruption in Cook county and the 
rest of Illinois. The McSwiggin grand jurors were 
sound sociologists, if incompetent criminal inves- 
tigators. The gangs flourish in Chicago as they 
never did before because of the profite of bootleg- 
ging, the jury reported. The gangs fight among

CONSIDER THE HAZARDS. 

Elmer Lee Partridge, veteran fiyer and mail 
pliot, was killed because he took his plane up in 
a storm. Despite the advice of friends, who be- 
sought him to postpone the dangerous trip, he 
made the attempt, trying to get the Minneapolis- 
Chicago mail through on time. 

.Charies M. Dickinson, head of the conrpany 
operating the Minneapolis-Chicago service under 
contract, placed the blame for the pilot's death on 
the law recently passed by congress which as- 
sesses a fine on all mail fiyers who are late with 
their cargoes. 

' It is not fair to put the entire blame on the law, 
nor on congress for passing it, but suck a ruling 
does seem too drastic. It encourages men engeged 
in a pursuit already perilous enough to take addi- 
tional chances. It doés not take into considera- 
tion the newftiess of aviation and its very partial 
conquest of natural hazards. 

It is important that the mails go through on 
time and that the air mail service be as depend- 
able as possible. The air mail is used because of 
its swiftness. But no business matter is so im- 
portant that it requires a fellow human being to 
take a foolish hazard with death. Perhaps some 
penalty is nécessary in order to keep the air mail 
service up to standard, éspecially now that. many 
routes are flown under contract with private com- 
panies. But some distinction should be made, 
some leeway allowed, which will recognize the 
fact that flying is still a dangerous occupation: 
that it is sometimes—in times of storm and fog

NURSING MOTHERS. 

R. GARLAND says the breast of a 
nursing mother should be washed 
with soap and water and nothing 
besides. Hardening the breasts 

with alcohol, tannic acid, and other 
hardening agents does more harm than

If the breasts are cracked or sore, it 
is all right to use a shield, but not one 
made of lead, Babies have died from 
lead poisoning which resulted from the 
use by mothers of lead nipple sfilelds. 

The common plan is to leave the baby 
at the breast for twenty minutes. This 
is all right as a luxury, but it is not a 
necessity, nor is it even advantageous. 
Careful observations show that 40 to 60 
per cent of all the milk a baby gets at 
a feeding he gets in the first minute at 
the breast. In the first four minutes he 
gets 60 to 85 per cent of his meal After 
the first eight: minutes he gets no milk 
and he may swallow air. When a baby 
stays at the breast 40 minutes he is 
wasting time. The milk supply is in- 
sufficient or he would not try for so long. 
Sixteen minutes, or eight minutes at 
each breast, is amoie. 

After a baby has nursed he should 

always be laid on the mother’s chest 
with his head over her shoulder. When 
in this position he should be patted on 
She back. This causes the excess of air 
swallowed with the milk to come up. 
In this way digestion is promoted. 
It has been established that breast fed 
babies can have scurvy and ricketa 
Thefefore, all babies, even though at the 
breast, should have some orange juice 
or tothato juice. This should be begun 
during the first two months of age, 


All babtes tm northern cities should 
have cod liver ofl during the winter, 
even though they are at the breast. 
Doubtless the time will come when some 
more acceptable rickets preventive will 
come into general use, but now it has 
the field. 
A baby needs about 3 ounces of breast 
milk a day for each pound it weighs.

When babies have passed 
say three to four months of age, they 
should have a bottle occasionally, or 
some diluted milk and cereal out of a 
spoon. This trains them for the wean- 
ing period. One bottle feeding daily 
makes it possible for a mother te have 
some recreation away from home, or to 
go to work. 

As a rule, a baby 9 months of age 
should be pretty well weaned. After 
somewhere about six months of age milk 
is not a sufficient food—neither human 
milk, ner cow’s milk, nor goat’s milk.

MR. FAHERTY ON SPECIAL 
ASSESSMENTS. 

Chicago, June 4.—I have read your 
many articles and editorials on sub- 
ways and, having had some experience 
with special assessment law, I thought 
perhaps it might be of interest to your 
readers to know that it will take at 
least two years from the time a public 
hearing is held until it will be possible 
to legally start digging. It will take 
this length of time no matter when they 
start. 

A short time ago I read in your paper 
a talk by the present corporation coun- 
sel in which he said that subways would 
have to wait until the traction question 
was settled. I came to Chicago in 1880 
and they were settling the traction ques- 
tion then, and in my judgment this same 
question will be something to talk about 
for forty years more. The excuse of 
waiting to settle this question before 
Starting a subway is not a good one. I 
wish to point out the following: 

All the attorneys that I consulted, and 
I consulted the best on special assess- 
ment law in Chicago, had a doubt in 
their minds as to whether subways can 
be built legally by special assessment. 
We were obliged to call the Michigan 
avenue and South Water street improve- 
ments “lower level streets.” In my 
judgment a subway is nothing but a 
lower leyel street. 
of the money must be raised through 
a special assessment on property directly 
benefited. This being the case, it will 
be necessary to clear up the legal ques- 
tions before the banks will take the 
special agsessment paper. 

The objection some of the attorneys 
made to building a subway by special 


street was that unless it were possible 
to approach it from the other streets 
it could not legally be called a lower 
level street. Therefore, they feared that 
the court would not confirm the special 
assessment, or would rule that the board 
had not the power to assess property for 
a subway under the present law.

GENEVA, June 8.—Arthur Woods, 
former police commissioner of New 
York, hurled a bombshell at the league 
of nations opium ‘committee today, 
denouncing the committee for failure 
to recommend any action to curb the 
drug traffic. He asserted the commit- 
tee had ignored the only solution 
proposed—government ownership or 


control of all factories handling deriva- 
tives of opium and cocoa leaves and 
the strictest control on the destination 
of all drugs shipped out with records 
kept of the names and addresses of 
the consignees. 

Mr. eens sarcastically thanked 
the committee for the nice things it 
said about him, but asked why they 
did not include his recommendations. 

Riddles Committee Stand. 

“ Your report states the quantity’ of 
drugs manufactured is far in excess 
of scientific and medical needs,” Mr. 
Woods said. “ The situation could not 
be worse than your report pictures, 
yet the principal proposal you make is 
that it is not wise to do anything until 
the convention is ratified. Your idea 
fs to do nothing until you can do 
everything, which puzzles me, plain, 
unvarnished poligeman. 

““ Even the adoption of the measures 
you are waiting for does not strike at 
the root of the matter. No country 
can protect its citizens from drugs un- 
less it owns all the factories producing 
the drugs. If you really believe my 
statements have been important, why 
hamstring them and make no mention 
of the measures they recommend? You 
say pleasant things, but I am only a 
policeman who has come here after a 
trip of 3,000 miles and cannot under- 
stand why you fafl to incorporate 
these things in the report. x 

Proposes an Amendment. 

“T propose an amendment to the re- 
port saying ‘ The illicit traffic in drugs 
can be controlled only if all the places 
manufacturing them are owned and 
controlled by the governments and the 
products only are delivered to author- 
ized persons and places.’ 

“I also urge an agreement among 
the countries on common measures 
against lawbreakers and severe pun- 
ishment, and suggest a conference with 
the representatives of the manufactur- 
ers of the drugs.” 

“Unjustifiable.”

per cent of the families whose sons 
aré at Yale have an income of between 
$10 000 and $50,000, 7 per cent having 
more than $50,000. Nearly 33 per cent 
receive less than $5.000 a year, and 
iess than 20 per cent of the families 


have arm income of from $5,000 to BG, : 


000 a year. 

A ‘study of the relationship of the 
occupation of parents to their family 
income showed that professional sad 
resentation was the highest in the 
intermediate group and lowest at both 
extremes, While with business incomes 
the reverse was true.

Existence of another will disposing 
of the $50,000 estate of Mrs. Mary 
Criley French, mysterious woman 
recluse of Park Ridge, who died Jan. 
6, was testified to yesterday by Michael 
Schiessle, town collector of Park 
Ridge, before Probate Judge Henry 
Horner. 

A girl stenographer previously told 
how she had drawn up a will in the 
office of Edmund Ostronski, real ‘estate 
dealer, the day after Mrs. French's 
death. A third witness, familiar with 


Mrs. French’s handwriting, said it was 
his belief that the signature to the 


will drawn in Ostronski's office was a 
forgery. 

Since Mrs. French’s death in sup- 
posed poverty, a maze of theories re 
garding the disposition/of her estate 
has arisen. As a result of the present 
hearing, Judge Horner is expected to 
take definite action toward clearing 
up all mystery in the case. 


Schiessle sajd that on the day of 
Mrs. French's death 
proached by John Dahiman, husband 
of Harriet E. Dahlman, neighbor of 
Mrs. French, who received all the 
property in the will offered for pro- 
bate.

Schiessle said he drafted a will 
which gave all the French estate to 
Mrs. Dahliman, and tn which he was 
named as executor. It was similar to 
the will offered for probate except 
that the name of Ostronski had been 
substituted for the position of execu- 
tor. 

- Florence Dorschner, formerly Os- 
tronski’s stenographer, who said she 
typed a will the day after Mrs. 
French's death, which named Os- 
tronski as executor, testified further 
that Ostronski tried to persuade her 
to remain silent about the will. } 
‘Mr. Ostronski told me he would 
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take care of me if I said I knew 
nothing about the case,” she declared. 

Then Joseph Patton Jr., bond sales- 
man, who had seen Mrs. French sign 
her name many times, said the signa- 
ture to the will did not resemble the 
aged woman's handwriting.
